The Reform Agitatiou in tire at Britain. 

The doath ol Lord Piilmcrston re- 
moved the Ministerial barriers to re-< 
form; by that ovout tho ilooaVatos 
wore loosened, and u political delugo 
now sweeps over tlio length and 
breadth of the Island, llofonn, Civil 
and Political Liberty, Extension ol 
tho Franchise, and the Working Man's 
Bights aro tho battle-crios. Tho ex- 
citorLont of tho public mind on this 
engrossing subject is represontod as 
being great, and tho notions upon the 
Bubject vory unsettled. Tho excite- 
ment., however, will oventuiilly prove 
beneficial, and tho crudo notions will 
bo matured into riper reasonings. To 
carry into ox^cution groat cliangos in 
national institutions, with faultless 
tomporanco on ono hand, and without 
any interested resihtanco on tho othor, 
would bo too great a perfection ft 
wisdom and virtuo to bo expected. But 
it is tho truo patriot's duty to bo as 
ready to resist tho destructive aU 
tompts of thoso who, with tho sacred 
namo of liberty in their mouthe, have 
'intents of anarchy in their hearts, as 
it is to join in overcoming all solfish 
opposition to just and salutary reform. 
No ideas and definitions aro moro dis- 
tinguishable than those of civil and 
political liberty. Civil liberty is no- 
thing moro than tho impartial ndiiiiim 
istration of equal and expedient ItiwB, 
which wo havo long enjoyed nearly to 
as great an cxtont as can be expected 
under any human establishment. Palej 
begins his excellent chapter on civil 
liberty with the following, definition : 
"Civil liberty is tho not being re- 
strained by any law, but what con- 
duces in a great degieo to tho public 
welfuro." Political liberty may bo 
defined to bo tbo security with which, 
from tho constitution, form, and na- 
ture of tho established government, 
tho subject enjoys civil liberty. This 
BpeoioB of liberty has probably moro 
than tho rost— natural, or moral, or 
civil — ongaged tho altontion of man- 
kind, and particularly of tho pooplo of 
England. But many, who are zealous 
to perpetuate theso inestimable bless, 
ings of civil liberty, consider that our 
political liberty may bo augmented by 
reforms, or what they doom improve- 
ment in tho condition of tho govern- 
ment. Men of such opinions and dis-t 
positions thero will bo, and it is to be 
wished thero will be, in all timos. But 
beforo any serious experiment is made 
wo ought to bo convinced by littlo less 
than mathematical demonstration that 
wo shall not sacrifice sul'stanco to 
form — tho end to tho means — or ex- 
change present possession for futuro 
prospects. If it is agreed that tho 
very essenco of tho Biitisb (or any 
othor) constitution conntis in lodging 
the supreme power in tlireo independ- 
ent branches of legislature; then, to be 
euro, it is only a truism to say that, it 
tho independence of ono ol those 
branches were destroyed, there would 
bo an end of that constitution; but 
evon tho authority of Locko is iiiMiffi. 
ciont to prove that there must, in such 
a case, necessarily bo " at once an en- 
tire dissolution oi tho bands of govern- 
ment, and that tho pcoplo must ho 
thereby to a stato ol anarchy": — a 
constitution may bo changed, and yot 
tho bonds of government, instead 
of being totally loosed thoreby, 
may only bo drawn tliu tighter. 
'The prosotit generation has witnessed 
one involution in that important 
branch of our constitution — tho right 
of sending members to Parliament, 
and another extension of tho right is 
claimed and urgently advocated. All 
abstract prinoiplo is in favor ot tho 
great chango in tho representation 
that was consummated in 1832; and 
sound abatruot principles cannot but 
bo beneficial in their practical opera- 
tion, if they aro carried into otl'eet 
honostly and completely. Tho best 
principles, no doubt, may bo porvort- 
ed ; but any evil which may arise in 
such cases must be attributed, not to 
tho principles thomsolvos, but to their 
perversion. By substituting real in 
tho room of nominal representation, 
tho preponderance of political power 
in Groat Britain (not in British Co- 
lumbia) is in the hands of the peoplo, 
and it is possible that this democratic 
ascendancy may bo so abused as to 
become a greater ourse to tho nation 
than tho sway of a selfish oligarchy. 
This, however, is by no moans to bo 
assumed as certain ; u:id moro asser- 
tion will not establish evon its proba- 
bility. Tho danger of a widely ex- 
tended participation of power hi a 
speculative question, as to which thoy 
who aro still soio under tho dcslruc* 
tion of their former exclusive privi- 
leges cannot bo dispassionate judges; 
and some of thoso aro little Ieti3 quali- 
fied who have hopes that such privi- 
leges will bo exercised in their favor. 
How to sustain tho "equilibrium of 
powor between ono branch of tho 
Legislature and tho rest/'is a vital 



question in tho reform contest. And, 
it is asked, is it possible to point out 
tho opoch when tho theory of lodging 
tho supreme power in tbroo perfectly 
independent branches was practically 
realized ? Did it exist in thoso days, 
beforo tho last Eef'orm Act, when a 
very largo proportion of tho mombors 
of tho IIoubo of Commons (so called) 
wore tho nominees of mombors of tho 
[louse of Lordi, and when not a few 
woro roturncd by tho influence of tbo 
Crown? Will anyone conlond that it 
subsists at present '! That an approxin 
ma lion to such a theory may bo reach- 
ed, our own Government evinces; tho 
advantage of tbroo branches of Gov- 
ern mont, of which each may bo a 
check upon tho other, cannot bo de- 
nied j but tho benefit is doubtful 
which it may bo thought would accrue 
if all tho three branchos woro of equal 
weight ; but that this uico adjustment 
over has boon effected, or that it is 
possiblo, still remains to bo demon- 
strated. Encroachmonts upon liberty, 
either by tho Crown or tho aria* 
tocracy, can hardly now bo appro- 
bended j if tho abuse of powor is, un- 
happily, to bo exhibited at all, it must 
bo by tho pooplo, for it is in their 
hands. But it is belioved that the 
majority possess a fund of good souse 
and houosty which will prevent tho 
conversion of what ought to bo a 
gonoral blessing to a gonoral curso. 
Homo turbulent spirits thero aro, no 
doubt, who, whether aotuatod by 
weaknesj or profligacy, would bo 
ready to throw tho Stato into con- 
lusion; but it is firmly trusted the 
immense majority of tho people de- 
precates any such convulsion ; and is 
awaro tha'j it would be likely tn load, 
not to a bighar degree of rational 
freedom,- but. through anarchy, to a 
military despotism. Wo shall again 
refer to this, in Great Britain, nil ab 
sorbing luestion, tho admitting of tho 
working mon to tho privilogo of tho 
franchiso. 



Speeches ol Disraeli and Gladstone in 
the House oi lumuious. 

The first reform debate of the sos- 
sion look plnco in tho ilouso of Com- 
mons on tho ovening of Monday, Feb- 
ruary 11 th. The House was filled to 
overflowing in every part as Boon as 
the speaker had taken tho chair, and 
the crowd of poers and distinguished 
strangers was unusually numerous. 
The paragraph of tho Queen's speech 
relating to the representation of the 
people having boon read at tho table, 
tho Chancellor of tho Exchequer, who 
was loudly cheered by his supporters, 
proceeded to give his promir-ed expla- 
nation of the Ministerial views, re 
minding tho House at the outset that 
in the puragrupn just read Her Majesty 
appealed to thorn to divest themselves 
'>f all party spirit in Healing with thi* 
question. Tho meaning the Govern- 
ment attached to this paragraph was 
that Parliamentary reform ought no 
longer to bo a question which should 
decide tho fate ol Ministers (hero there 
was a slight laugh from below the 
gangway on tho opposiii n side), and 
lor this reason : that all persons had 
attempted to deal with it— in lyoii, 
'54, '59, 'GO, and '(56— and had failed. 
In a long and olaborato retrospect ol 
tho.ieform question, Disraeli traced to 
Ibo dii-franchisomont of tho laboring 
classes in 1832 tho seeds of tho present 
demand for a chango, of which Peel 
had warned Burl Grey at tho time. As 
it was the IIjuso of Commons — not a 
political party or any political leader 
—which had disturbed the settlement 
of 1832, so it was tho House of Com- 
mons, and not any party, which had 
bufflod every effort to pass a new re- 
form bill. Tho House of Commons, 
therefore, hud incurred a peculiar re- 
sponsibility in this matter, and was it 
not wiso to consider whether it could 
not pursue a course which, while not 
relieving the Government from its duo 
share ot responsibility, would ensure 
them against a repetition of former 
mishaps? Tho Government would at 
once lay on the table tho resolutions 
they proposed for this purpose, and 
would proceed to ibo task of recon- 
structing the House of Commons on 
the principles of tho British Constitu- 
tion. Disraeli said : 

L will not trouble tho Houso with 
too much detail us to the character ol 
the resolutions which, if it will g ve 
mo the opportunity, 1 intend to pro- 
pose, i hope thoso resolutions will b 
in tho hands of members to->morrow, 
but if thoy will permit mo 1 will Hd_ 
vert to ono or two points on which I 
think it highly important tho House 
should come to a clear and unequivocal 
decision. And firot, 1 must say, 1 am 
mysult anxious that it should decide 
this— on what principles do they 
mean to reconstruct tho Houso ol 
Commons? Do they mean to reoon* 
struol it on the principles of tho Eng- 
lish Constitution [cheers], or on tho 
principles of tho Constitution of u:iy 
other country ? [loud Ministerial 
cheers.] 1 think it is very important 
that that question' should bo decided. 
LLer .Majesty's Government intend, it 
thoy can, and if the House will ullow 
them, to reconstruct the Houso on 
the principles of tho English Consti- 
tution [cneerE.] 1 do not wish to ad- 
voit to any remarks 1 have before 

made on that subject, because rcpoti. 
tion is painful, but it is bettor to bo 
wearisome than ambiguous on such a 
question. We think that thu English 
i Constitution is not a moio phrase. We 
* believe wo live under it monarchy 
modified in its aoiiou by tho co-ordi- 
nato authority of tho estates of tho 
realm, und wo look upon tho Commons 
of England, whom wo represent, as 
ono ot those ostatos. 1 know it has 
been said that this is merely an arch- 
axvlogioal view of tho Constitution ; 
but 1 think 1 can show tho lioiltie that 
rhey will bo vory unwise if thoy quit, 
without duo consideration, iho ancient 
traditions of policy uudor which thoy 
live, und undor which this oountry 



has so singularly flourished [hoar, 
hear.] Undoubtedly, in tho groat 
vicisMludeB of centuries, tho relations 
between tho ostatea of tho realm in 
this country aro greatly altorcd. Tho 
relations botween them tiro gioally 
changed. Thero is no doubt that tho 
Commons, whom wo represent, havo 
absorbed tho greater part of tho au- 
thority- which thoso estates onco exor- 
cised, but I think I can show tho 
House that that is no reason why wo 
should forgot tho constitutional scheme 
under which this country has so long 
prospered, but rather a reason why 
we should fairly consider whether wo 
should cling to that achomo as the 
only guido among tho porploxitios 
which surrounds us. Thero is no 
doubt dial the Commons of England, by the 
immense incieuso ol our population und our 
properly hus assumed u diameter iu rulor- 
onee to tbo other estates which was never 
contemplated in tho diiy* of tho Pluntaye- 
Dela or the Tudors. ft is, however, a eroat 
etror to pupr ose that it is merely increase of 
ihe population and property of the CoiumoDS 
that lias brought about Ibo present form ot 
the English Constitution and tho preBont 
ohaiaoter and Inaction of the House of Com- 
mons. Take one of those estates. Tuke 
ihe peerage ol England. Tho peerage ot 
England is a very powerful body. It pro- 
bably is tho wealthiest assembly in the 
world, and it possesses particularly that kind 
of property which is moat popular in Eng- 
land, because its tenure is connected with 
the lulfilment ol duty— I mean the land. Nor 
is tho power and influence of iho peerago of 
England to bo measured moroly by that pro- 
perly. Their eociul influence — 1 use 'ho 
epithet in a largo sense— their national in- 
Quence is very great. 1 havo ollen myself 
lelt ttie power" ot the Peers was greator in 
every purt of England than iD their own 
House [laughter. | What, then, has placed 
the House of Commons in the peculiar posi- 
tion, in ihe commanding position, it now oc- 
cupies in our Parliamentary scheme ? It is, 
sir, tho development ot our financial Consti- 
tution. It is a claim thai we asm rted two 
cemuriesugo— parliully recognized then, com- 
pletely established, but winch practically has 
placed in this Hi use the taxing power that is 
the cause of the position mid eharueter ol 
ilu! House of Commons. The moment that 
power was established every class, every in- 
terest in this country sought representation 
in this bouse, and naturally so, because in 
this house alone could they delend their right 
and property (cheers). W e com plain of the 
nudue influence ol the peorago in the House 
of Commons. Why, sir, the influence ol the 
peerage in the Houso ot Commons is not a 
Usurpation of our rights— it is a deference to 
our authority (bear, hear, and cheers). And 
so it is with all inierestd. Thoy come here, 
because here power is reposed, and to guard 
the exercise of that power by their presence, 
and the consequence is that every class and 
every interest baa sought, and to a great de- 
gree obtained representation in tbis House. 
That is thu cause of the variety of our ehar- 
ueter, and it is the variety ol our character 
that has given us our deliberative power, 
while it is our deliberative power that tins 
giveu us our hold upon the Executive, and it 
is the hold on the Executive retained by 
Parliament that is the best, aye, 1 may eoy, 
the only security for Itelreedorn of English- 
men. Well, sir, Her Majesty's Government 
can counsel and countenance no course that 
will change and alter the diameter of the 
House of Commons (hear, hear, and cheers). 
They will respect and reverence the causes 
that havo elevated tho rude popular assembly 
ol the days of the Plantageoets into a Senate 
which commands tho add iration of the 
world. Wc conceit liud, do not lind, thut 
there is any security lor retaining thut char- 
ter if ve do not oppose a policy which gives 
uny class in this country— I care not whether 
Uiey are high or >ow, whether it is influenced 
by a democratic feeling or by an oligarchy— 
ih.it will havo a preponderating power in ibis 
House, and therelure in any measures we may 
briog forward we assert that the electoral 
franchise must ho considered a popular privi- 
lege and not a democratic right (clieurs). Sir, 
it we wanted to sec what is tho consequence 
of allowing one class in u popular assembly 
to have u. preponderating influence, what is 
passing in the world at the present moment 
is rich in fruit fill instruction. 1 nevor pre- 
sume to criticise the inslitutious ol other 
Stules. Indeed, f bnld, and hold most sin- 
ceiely, that the Institutions of every country 
are p etly well adapted to tho population 
they govern (hear, hear). Hut let ua take as 
an instance tho case ol our neighbors. There 
is France, u country iu tho very van of civil- 
ization — perhaps il I were nnt in the House 
ot Commons 1 might even venture to say the 
first ol European nations— iuloriur to none id 
vivacity ol mind, iu acuto intellect, in worn 
derlul perseverance, and in patriotic foi l i nir . 
Well, sir, that nation has a popular assembly, 
and it is eleettd by universul suffrage. Dies 
any one contend that iho Legislative Assem- 
bly ol France is equal, f will not say on Eu- 
ropean, tiut on cosmopolitan considerations, 
to the House of Durations? (hear, hear). All 
I can say is il thero be any Englishman who 
thinks that the Legislative Assembly of 
Franco can claim itial position, 1 am sure 
there is do Frenchman who does (luughter 
and cheers) But then it may be oaid that 
our representative institutions aro not suited 
lo other races, und that even the Constitu- 
tion oi Franco has been rudely invented in 
circumstances of disorder and disturbances. 
Across the Atlan id you have a Houso ol 
Representatives which was invented by the 
children ol our own loins, and certainly un- 
der the inspiration of as pure a patriot us 
ever existed. The houso is elected by uni- 
versal BUlhage, and I would ask, does anyone 
contend that the Houso ol Representatives at 
Washington is equal in authority to the 
Uou3e ol Commons? (hear, heal). And 
what is the oauao I Why, it is this : Not 
that the Americans are as u nation inferior 
to us in any point ; lhey possess tho same 
brains, the sumo blood, iho same intelligence, 
equal energy, unl perhaps mure enterprise; 
but the House is elected by one class— there 
is no variety, and neither the reprcseniaiives 
ol Franco nor the representatives ol Amer- 
ica rule the country iu which lhey aro insli- 
tutious (hear, hear). Woll, then, we sec those 
extremely popular and representative institu- 
tions elected by one preponderating class, and 
what do wo see as the consequence? Why, 
thai Iho Assemblies lose that character which 
we believe, and justly believe, to bo the char- 
acteristic of the House of Commons, 'lhey 
lose il from tho want nl that variety of ele- 
ment whioh giveH various wisdom, diversity 
of knowledge, and deliberative power, and by 
that delib- rativo power a moral command 
over society. With these views, considering 
the doctrines now preached, the violent, the 
heurtloss, and the pernicious doctrines that 
are now circulating (bear, hoar), wo cannot 
protend to enter into the responsible labor 
wo are otherwise willing to embark in unless 
the House of Commons will, by some reso- 
lutions, express their opinion that they uro in 
unison with the sentiments I havo to freely 
expressed, 

1'hu course the Government hud choson, 
he added, wua not llatteiing to themselves, 
but they deemed il more honorable to take a 
purt, however humble, in tho settlement of 
this controversy than to bring in a mock 
measure which party spirit would not huvo 
allowed to pass. 'lhey wore not angling fir 
policy — they hud a policy of their owu ; and 
though lhey were prepared nol to shrink 
from the main points ol it, they would re- 
ceive tiny HUi.'i!,u*tii)iiH or any assistance in a 
candid spirit. Alter an eloquent vindication, 
of the House ol Commons, which was loudly 
cheered, Disraeli concluded by intimuliug 
that tho resolutions would bo taken into 
consideration on the 25th instant. 

Gladstone, alter romarking ou the novelty 



of tbo proposed procedure, tho success of 
which, he observed, would not bo furthered 
by Disraeli's assumption that the reform 
question ought no longer to involve tho fate 
of Ministries— lor, though tho House might 
have incurred a heavier responsibility on this 
than any other subject, the responsibility ol 
Government was not diminished — said that, 
though hiB preposRCBsioriH woro against it, he 
should not objeot to proceeding by resolutions 
il, when lhey were produced, lhey formed a 
plan which the House could use either by 
adoption or alteration as a means ol settle- 
ment. But if lhey tumid out to he mere 
vaguo preliminary declarations, tending to 
uncertainty und uot calculated to form the 
basis of settlement, ho hoped the House 
would object to this mode of procedure. 
Their first duty whs lo reluso everything 
which tended to delay the primary duly of 
extending tho Irnnciiise, for never until the 
question was got out of tho way could the 
people of England heoomo again a united 
people. Wc certainly could not consent to 
the adoption of resolutions il we found them 
not to co such as tended to tho production 
of measures, but declarations preliminary 
to Iho consideration of measures tending to 
produce doubt and uncertainty, to di- 
minish ihe confidence ol tho people in Par- 
liament mid to adjourn a conclusion at which, 
upon every ground, it ' is desirablo that we 
should without delay arrive. Tho righ hon- 
orable gentleman utked the question on what 
principles wub it that the House ol Com- 
mons was to be reconstructed, and ho insist- 
ed that it ought to lie on the principles ol 
the British Constitution ; then spreading his 
wioga lor on entended flight, ho traveled 
east and west, arid gave us an account ol the 
representative chambers of foreign countries. 
Sir, I am very doubllul ol the wisdom ol 
theso somewhat sell complacent relerences. 
Our reviews of them are not always alto- 
gether uconrato and do {"not always carry 
upon upon their face the stamp of impartial- 
ity. Were this the time and place, 1 should 
loel inclined to challenge some of the 
statements ot the right honorable gentleman; 
but even if thosu statements were perfectly 
accurate, I cannot think thut much is to to 
gained by comparisons of this nulure, es- 
pecially because 1 rnu.-t ssy I think ihe 
right hono able gentleman has been engaged 
to u certain extent in combining a phantom. 
| Hear, hear] 1 entirely deny thot at any 
period or duiing any Government has at any 
time proposed to deal wild the question 1 1 
Fatliameutary reform otheawise than upon 
the principle of die reduction ol the fran- 
chise. T Cheers J We have been ready ut 
all times, and wore so las I y;ar,. lu contend 
lor that. It was upon t his principle that we 
stood, and on it we fell. it is true wc may 
have tho misfortune to be ol a different 
opinion will) regard to thu construction ol 
this or that measure, but 1 frankly own that 
it uppcars to me that iu many of the opin- 
ions of the right honorable gentleman he 
dei arts from the principles of thu British 
Constitution. But am 1 to riso und assume 
that 1 am the exclusive possessor of the key 
to them, und that he has abandoned all 
regard irr them? [Hear, hear.] 1 ask the 
right honorable gentleman to enlarge his 
toleration so lar as to believe that oven 
though we may difler, have differed on former 
occasious, und may or not differ in the 
ulterior development of this question, wo 
are, whether we diiler or not, nol less 
animuten than ho is by a regard lor the 
glorious Constitution, its rich traditions and 
the noble inheritunco it hus lelt us, while 
we cluim that consideration lor ourselves 
which we gladly and Ireu y afford to others. 
[Loud cheers.] 

The motion was then put and agreed to.

The men 
were then discharged, permission having 
been accorded lo two of them to remain and 
make the complaints which Mr Bishop said 
ihey had against tho captain.
